1. INDOCHINA 

NVN SAID WEDNESDAY, IN BROADCAST MONITORED IN BANGKOK, 
THAT THERE CAN BE NO SEARCH FOR US DEAD AND MISSING 
IN INDOCHINA UNLESS US PROVIDES HANOI AND SAIGON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POSTWAR AID; MAINTAINED NVN READY TO DISCUSS ISSUE 
WITH US. US OFFICIALS IN BANGKOK SAY FIRST TIME 
THEY HAVE KNOWN HANOI TO LINK TWO SUBJECTS IN SUCH 
DIRECT MANNER (UPI CHITRIB, WP, PHINQ, GLOBE, WSTAR, 6/11; 
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NYT; AP, SUN). DOS' FUNSETH CHIDED NVN STATEMENT, 

SAYING "IRONIC" HANOI WOULD MAKE SUCH DEMAND IN 
VIEW OF ITS OWN VIOLATION OF PARIS ACCORDS, AND 
"DIFFICULT TO TAKE THESE HANOI PROPOSALS SERIOUSLY" 

(PHINQ; AP, SUN). 

NYT'S LEWIS, IN PARIS, REPORTS AUTHORITATIVE FRENCH 
SOURCES SAYING THAT EVEN AS NVN FORCES TOPPLED BAN ME 
THUOT IN MARCH AND APPEARED CERTAIN WINNING WAR, 

THEY MORE URGENTLY URGED GOF HELP ARRANGE NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH SAIGON. FRENCH SOURCES ALSO SAY PRG NOW HAS 
VIRTUALLY NOTHING TO SAY IN SOUTH, WHICH BEING RUN 

BY NVN MIL COMMITTEE; ADD THAT AMB MARTIN TOO PRE- 
OCCUPIED WITH ORGANIZING US EVACUATION TO TAKE PART 
IN EXCHANGES OVER THIEU'S RESIGNATION. VIEW IN PARIS
